The Situation at Jaeksonville Daiif Orow- 
ing Wome. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Aug. 29.— The yel- 
low fever is fust gaining ground, and the 
situation hero is growing very grave. Tbe 
order that no refugees should U' (■arried be- 
yond the quarantine camp has create I great 
excitement. 

At 6 o'clock Monday evening the ofliirial 
yellow fever refiort for the day was t«*n new 
cases, nine recoveries and two deaths. The 
deaths were C. U. Pollard, AllxTt Fisher and 
Burton Mays, colored Up to the time of 
tbe report tliero bad been lU) cases aud aev- 
teen death:^ Sixty-two patlenta were under 
treatment 

The same old complaint la made: "No 
complete reports." Said a leading phytioian, 
In reply to a direct question: "I have no 
doubt but what ihcre are double tbe number 
ot oases reported. Many oases do nut call a 
doctor, and in many others the doctor in at- 
tendance sneaks around and doesn't report. 
We are in for a good siege, and In a few days 
the numbers will increoae more rapidly 
than now. The colored people are begin- 
ning to take it, and K thay gat thoroughly 
frightened, huadrada of them will be 

down."

Cfilled t«o former citizens of Mavfvilln 
from the busy scenes of life to tiieir final 
rest. j 
At L('xin;:ton Inst S.itnrday, Charles 
Henry Dobyns died, of paralysis. He 
was stricken down in November 1884, and , 
was 'a great sufferer from that on tillj 
death came to his relief. The deceased 
was born near this city December 27, 1830. | 
He was a son of Samuel T. Dobyns and. 
a grandson of Daniel Lawson Dobyns,! 
who was one of the early settlers of Ma- 
son County. He held the position of 
mailing clerk in thepoetofflce heredaring 

tlie terms of postmasters Eli D. Ander- 
son and William Pickett years ago. In 
1839 be removed to Lexington where the 
rest of his life— with the exception of a 
short time spent in California — wa.s 8j)ent 
as clerk in the postofflce. His remains 
were interred last Sunday afternoon. Tlie 
Transcript says : "Few men had warmer 
friends than Mr. Dobyns. In his breast 
there beat a warm and generous heart 
and with* that heart-throb his heart was 
ever open. His natural manner was re- 
tiring and diffident which might impress 
a stranger as cold or distant, but to the 
circle of intimate friendn he was life and 
joy, because be was bright, had read ex- 
tensively, had a retentive memory and a 
rich vein of wit and humor. • • • 
But be has at last received bis final dis- 
charge from a poet of public eervice 
which he filled, until stricken down, with 
credit and integrity. He has, too, gone 
from a community he faithfully swved, 
by which he was highly respected and 
by which he surely deserves to be long 
and kindly remembered."

The Daily Enquirer says : "Citizens of 
Cincinnati will readily recall the whole- 
sale dry goods firm of Pearce. ToUe & 
Holton, which for many years sncceed- 
ing the war did an immense business, 
first on Pearl street, then on Vine street 
opposite the Burnett House. 

"Mr. Alexander M. Holton, the last 
survivor of the three partners, after a long 
and heroic struggle with disease, passed 
gently from earth early Sunday morning. 

"He was born near Nasliville, Tenn., in 
1824, removed to Maysville, Ky., in 18.%, 
and engaged in the dry Koods business 
there under the firm name of I'earce, 
Wallingford & Co. He remained there 
until 1862, the second year of the war, 
when be removed to Cincinnati with his 
partners and commenced business as 
stated above. The firm was changed by 
the death of Mr. Pearce in 1870 to Telle, 
Holton A Co. 

"Mr. Holton won and retained the re- 
spect ot the community and the warm 
friendship of a great circle of friends. He 
combined business tact and capacity with 
remarkable serenity and character, and 
was never known to lose bis temper or to 
say an unkind word to any one. 

"Naturally averse to any publicity or 
notoriety, be devoted himself almost ex- 
clusively to his counting-room duties and 
the pleasures of bis family circle, and yet 
at times he held the responsible positions 
of director in the Globe Insurance Com- 
pany and in the Third National Bank. 
He was a regular a t tenda n t and active 
supporter of St Paul's Bpisoooal Chnrch, 
and always tliruA' his influence on the 
ritibt side in all matters of public con- 
cern. He retired from businsm in 1878, 

ami oxperienced a very seveFS attack of 
illness in 1884, from the effects of which 
he partially recovered, but was stricken 
down again in July, 1887, and since then 

has slowl y failed."
